WELCOME NEW HAMS 


The 1999 ham classes, held at the El Paso Co. OEM, 
305 S. Union Blvd, are now completed. A big "Thank 
You" goes out to the OEM for their facility and their 
cooperation. Thanks to Jim Mesite, also a new ham, 
for his help and cooperation. 


The classes wouldnt exist if it wasn’ for the capable 
leadership and endless time spent - THANK YOU 
KFQWE - Frank McNally. And a special "Thanks!" to 
his lovely wife Barb NOVBK, for letting him teach 
these classes and enrich the ham community, and for 
hher help in getting the needed materials. A note of 
thanks also goes out to Dave ABOGO, John 
KBOVGX, Pat KBOREF, Jeff NOWPA, Sid K4ARM, 
Mike WV7T, John N@QUS, Wolfgang KC@AEC, Rob 
N7LV, Skip WB2UFV, Carlos KBOREI, Roger 
KBORLF, Erik Mugele KGOXE, and the entire team 
of VEs who held two special test sessions. If there’s 
anyone else that helped out that I forgot, please except 
this as a "thank you" also. 


From Frank: "This is my first class after receiving the 
1997 Herb S. Brier Instructor of the Year award. The 
class began on Jan 12 with 32 people, of which five 
were young adults under the age of 15, three were 11 
years old, and one had a Novice license, Out of the 32, 
only 24 took the Novice test on Feb 11, for a 25% 
attrition rate, Of the 24 students who took the Novice 
test, 16 passed, for a 66% passing rate, which is a little 
below my usual 87% pass rate for element 2. Of the 16 
who passed, two went on and passed the Technician 
element 3A test, ending up with two Technicians 
licenses. Three of the young adults passed the Novice 
test as well. One studied Morse code on his own but 
failed to pass the 5 wpm code exam. 
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"On Feb 23, 20 people signed up for the Technician 
class, including 3 young adults between the ages of 11 
and 15, and one of the students who passed the 
Technician exam during the Novice test session. On 
Mar 11 sixteen students took the Technician element 
3A exam and all passed the exam, for an attrition rate 
of 16% with a 100% pass rate, which is above my 
usual 92% pass rate. One student took the 5 wpm 
Morse code exam and passed. This is the same student 
who failed it during the Novice exam, All 3 young 
adults were awarded Technician licenses. 


"The final statistics: 17 new hams, one with HF 
privileges, 3 Technician licenses to students under the 
age of 15. The class experienced a 47% attrition rate - 
about normal, Combined Novice/Technician pass rate: 
83%. The class represented a fair cross-section of the 
population. Typically the population interested in 
obtaining an Amateur license is between the ages of 14 
& 16, and 28 plus. 


"Time was given to the Pikes Peak Radio Amateur 
Association and the Radio Amateur Civil Emergency 
Service to speak about their organizations. The classes 
were open to all recognized Amateur service 
organizations that wished to address the students. 


"The Novice class was five weeks long and consisted 
of nine 2-hour lecture periods held twice a week on 
Tue/Thurs evenings, with a PPRAA sponsored VE 
session during the 10th class period. The classes 
provided a structured approach to learn the material 
required for the Novice written element 2 exam. The 
‘Technician class was three weeks long and consisted 
of five 2-hour lecture periods held twice a week on 
‘Tue/Thurs with a VE session during the sixth class. 
period. The lectures introduced the material presented 


in the ARRL’s "Now Youte Talking” text with an 
emphasis on practical experience, and interesting 
supportive information gained by the instructor and 
other hams during their many years of amateur radio 
service. 


"The class demonstrated radio and electronic concepts 
and principles using practical everyday household 
items to help reinforce the material in the text. The 
Novice portion emphasized radio terminology while 
the Technician portion focused on practical electronic 
components and circuits with an introduction to 
advanced electronic terminology used daily within the 
electronics industry. The class continued with a one- 
week/two lecture period introduction to International 
Morse code. This provided the information needed to 
learn Morse code and the methods available to gain 
practical experience needed to pass the CW exams 
‘There was also a good turnout for these classes. 
Between the Novice and Technician classes, two 
lecture periods were dedicated to providing practical 
knowledge about the National Traffic System, packet 
radio, programming an HT, the use of VHF FM 
radios, and a demonstration of HF radio, 


. The reduced pass rate of the 
son the Novice exam was compensated during 
the Technician test period. A 10-week class is a long 
period of time for students to dedicate to a single 
project and it takes a dedicated person to complete the 
program. The young adults that completed the course 
are enthusiastic and will enjoy the benefits of Amateur 
radio for many years to come. Many of the students 
wanted to get their radio licenses in past years and did 
not have an opportunity to satisfy their dreams until 
they learned about the classes. Many commented on 
the depth of the material and the broad cross-section 
of the hobby that it covered. They specifically enjoyed 
the way the material was presented and the level at 
which it was presented. The Amateur community now 
faces the challenge of keeping the students interested 
in the hobby and helping them gain experience that will 
open new vistas for them to enjoy.” 


I don’t normally include such a long report, but feel 
that it would benefit the PPRAA to understand what 
goes into these classes which promote the wise use of 
ham radio, educate new and prospective hams on

(The A-1 does not stand for 
Code) First organized in May 1933, the ARRL A-1

the roster of RECOGNIZED A-1 operators had grown 
to 400, by 1938 to 1000." 


“Are YOU an 'A-1’ operator? Excellence in stations 
has often been emphasized. Yet, station performance, 
equipment, adjustments, etc., are but a part of the 
story. The OPERATION of the equipment, knowledge 
of procedure, and general communications technique 
are of very great importance in determining the results 
of any station. To bring attention to GOOD 
OPERATING as a paramount issue, and to give it 
something of the importance it deserves we are this 
month in these columns the launching of a CLUB FOR 
A-1 OPERATORS.” (ARRL Communications 
Manager Ed Hardy, WIBDI, In May 1933 QST)
